MERICAN engineers have translated 
[A neroies of classic myths into realities of 

today. Winged Mercury was but the 
herald of the illustrious Wrights and Lind- 
bergh. Atlas carried the heavens on his 
shoulders, but Goethals decreed the sever- 
ance of the Western Hemisphere and it fell 
apart at Panama; Hercules accomplished 
mighty labors, but they pale compared with 
the seven huge dams that are to energize, 
control and electrify the Tennessee River 
and its fertile basin, comprising 40,600 square 
miles. 

This is the first major river on record, in 
its entirety, to come under the leash and 
mastery of a resourceful engineer. Towns, 
cities and countryside vie with one another 
for an early hook-up with this hydro-elec- 
tric Aladdin who is challenging private mo- 
nopolistic utilities for an economic show- 
down ‘on consumer power and light rates. 
The Tennessee River Authority Act con- 
templates the following comprehensive de- 
velopments: a nine-foot navigable channel, 
control of destructive floods, nitrates for 
Government defense, fertilizer for American 
farmers, prevention of soil erosion by grass- 
ing and reforesting hillside farms, generat- 
ing economic power from water, now going 
to waste, thus relieving pressure on our de- 
pleted coal and oil reserves. 


As a pioneer in rural electrification and 
highway lighting (vide Electric World, Feb. 
15, 1935), this scribe of 83 years inspected 
Norris Dam and Wilson Dam, touching their 
potentialities for lighting and empowering 
the neglected countryside in co-operation 
with the Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion at Washington. 

Norris Dam, near Knoxville, is 265 feet 
high, 85 feet higher than Niagara Falls. It 
impounds the water of Clinch River, tribu- 
tary of the Tennessee. Its lake has a shore 
line of 705 miles.

Norris, the illuminated, push-button town, 
four miles away, has 352 individual homes, 
renting from $14.50 to $45 per month. About 
200 of these houses are fully electrified, even 
to heating, and all have ample current. Nor- 
ris Dam is completing the building of 3400 
miles of transmission lines and is soliciting 
community and farm co-operative consumers 
throughout its territory. 

Wilson Dam, 137 feet high, 4860 feet long, 
has nine mammoth generators, capacity 261,-

with 445 foot lift and a reservoir of 500,000 
acre-feet, completed in 1925.

Tupelo, Miss., operating under TVA, cut 
the cost to consumers, and, at the end of one 
year, made a net profit of nearly $25,000.

A good pair of shoes, if properly 
looked after, will last twice as long 
as the same pair if they are neglect- 
ed. They should, of course, be pol- 
ished regularly with a good polish 
having a wax base. This water- 
proofs and preserves the leather in 
addition to giving a smarter ap- 
pearance to the shoe. 

When it is necessary to have new 
soles or heels put on be sure that 
the work is done by a competent 
shoemaker. The cheap “special re- 
pair jobs” often seen advertised are 
nearly always worth no more than 
they cost. Remember that there are 
five grades of leather used for re- 
soling and if the repair job is done 
with a cheap, spongy leather it will 
last no time at all and never look 
well. Shoes that are full soled by 
a capable shoemaker with high- 
grade leather are practically rebuilt 
and often look even better than 
they do when new. Shoes when not 
in use should be carefully treed 
upon a good grade of siioe tree. 
The shoe, when taken off after 


having been worn all day is warm 
and moist, and if allowed to dry 
out untreed will lose its shape in a 
very short. time, 


Patcet leather dress shoes can- 
not, ot gure, be polished but they 
may beg¥Weserved by an occasional 
applicaticti of vaseline. This should 
be well rubbed in and the excess 
removed with a soft cloth, 
Packing a suitcase is a fine art. 
Careful packing will reward the 
traveler with clothes in wearable 
condition when he unpacks as well 
as making those he will require 
first easily available.

RECENT issue of the Bank- 
ers’ Magazine had an article 
on “Character as a Banking 
Asset,” which ought to be reprint- 
ed, distributed and read from end 
to end of the land in these days. 

The editor, in introducing the ar- 
ticle, said that the writer occupies 
a position of national importance, 
but for personal reasons did not 
wish to sign his name; but that 
does not matter. 

The simplicity and incisiveness of 
its style, as well as its mastery of 
facts, mark the first-rate mind. 
With telling logic it drives home 
the point that the emphasis upon 
collateral rather than on character 
is and has been a major cause of 
our economic ills. 

A vivid thumbnail sketch of our 
banking history up to the coming 
of the Federal Reserve makes the 
point not only clear, but keen-cut- 
ting. It shows the disaster to bank- 
ers and farmers alike. 

A century and a half ago, the 
writer says, Europe faced the same 
situation. A new philosophy devel- 
oped. Money is wealth, said the 
economists, and whatever cannot be 
turned into money is not wealth. 

“And that is precisely what our 
bankers and economists are saying 
today,” he adds, “They have yielded 
to the irresistible impulse to believe 
that only such things as can be 
seen and weighed are of value. 

“They have forgotten that intan- 
gibles, such as honor, honesty, cour- 
age, and the other human spiritual 
values are also a part of the na- 
tional wealth and worthy .f preser- 
vation.” And it is true. 

The elder Pierpont Morgan said 
the same thing years ago when tes- 
tifying on the witness stand, and 
many folk thought it just a bit of 
pious talk. But it was a calm 
statement of fact. 

After all, character is the best 
asset, alike in banking and in life. 
Without it nothing is secure, no 
matter what the collateral may be. 
It is more precious than all notes 
and bonds. 

Credit, not cash, is the basis of 
business, and the basis of credit is 
character—it is the bullion behind 
the credit.
